THE NOURISHING RAISIN 


I N these day s of high prices the wise 
* housekeeper is ev er on the lookout 
for high cost of liv ing. 
One v ery de­ 
lectable commodity which is nev er so 
high-priced as to become impossible, 
and which is alway s pure, delicious 
<and wholesome, is often ov erlooked by 
th e housewife in search of v ariety , 
iwbolesomeness and the highest possi­ 
ble nutritiv e v alues at the least cost 
The article combining all these re­ 
quirements is the raisin, which is of­ 
ten consider :d a mere delicacy , to be 
•erv ed occasionally either as an ad­ 
dition to the sweet course of a meal 
or used in puddings and pies. 
Raisins 
are 
particularly 
rich 
in 
-augar, and can be added to bread, rice, 
cake, gelatine end milk to produce 
agreeable flav or in many ex cellent 
puddings. 
If used in large quantities 
they should alway s be cooked, par» 
ticula rly when giv en to children. 
The sugar of the grape, matured 
•nd Iroight to perfection in the tun, 
in by actual test found to be superior 
to all other eweeta. 
And sugar. It is 
well known, is an absolute necessity 
to 1he human sy stem. 
The childish 
crav ing for sweets Is not a sign of an 
Unhealthy or unnatural appetite, hut 
the call of nature for a food which 
sha ll create the heat required by the 
pwdy . 


One 
pound of Oali'omia raisins 
represents a food v alue about equal 
to any of the following: One and one- 
third pounds of beef, one pound of 
bread, two quarts of milk, four and 
one-fourth pounds of flsh, two pounds 
of eggs, fiv e pounds of bananas or six 
pounds of apples. 
When raisins ara to be used in pud­ 
ding» , 
pies, or mincemeat, boiling 
water should be ppured ov er them, and 
after draining they should be looked 
ov er to see If all stones are remov ed. 
Certain California 
raisins may be 
bought already seeded. 
They may 
then be chopped o r torn Into quarters, 
or cut with scissors. 
Raisins are not only a great sy stem 
builder, they are alto one of the beat 
fruit tonics known, and in thstr ab­ 
solute purity they stand aJmoat alone. 
The following is an ex cellent recipe 
for raltin bread: 


Siev e four cupfuls of flour Into a 
basin with four tesepoonful* of baking 
powder; add one cupful of raisins, one 
teaspoonful of salt, one-half capful of 
sugar, one teaspoonful of grated nut­ 
meg, one well beaten egg, and two cup­ 
fuls of milk. 
Mix well, turn into a 
well-greased bread pan and allow to 
rise for fifteen minutes. 
Bake in a 
moderate ov en for one hour.

Do not hare It. so the writ­ 
er has the light in his face; prefer­ 
ably , the light should come ov er the 
shoulder. A rather good, and an orig­ 
inal arrangement Is to place y our desk 
directly in front of a window, just far 
enough away to allow for a small desk 
chair. 
When used in this way , It is 
necessary that the desk be of good 
lines, as it will be rather prominent.

Thro ugh the fields, last browning 
under the
